the inau gu ration of a p resident. 
A few minu tes before Mr. Wilson 
had tou ched his lip s to the Bible held 
in the hands of the v enerable chief ju s­ 
tice of the United States, Thomas Ri­ 
ley Marshall. Democratic v ice p resi­ 
dent, and sev enteen new Democratic 
senators had taken the oath in the 
senate chamber. 
These p roceedings m arked the su r­ 
render by Rep u blicans of six teen y ears 
of continu ou s control and the ap p ear­ 
ance of a fu ll-fledged Democratic ad­ 
ministration for the first time since 
Grov er Clev eland sat in the White 
Hou se. 


Greatest Cro wd on Record. 


No p resident ev er was blessed with 
a finer inau gu ration day than was Air. 
Wilson. 
No incoming p resident ev er 
was greeted by a greater throng of 
p atriotic 
Americans. 
Bu t 
notwith­ 
standing the ideal w eather conditions 
and the hu ndreds of thou sands who 
lined the streets for miles, there seem­ 
ed to be som ething lacking. 
There 
was none of that zip and bing that 
characterized the enthu siastic throng 
that cheered for Colonel Roosev elt on 
the day of his inau gu ration back in 
19 05. 
There was hardly as mu ch of a 
dem onstration as was accorded to Mr 
Taft when he rode u p Pennsy lv ania 
av enu e and back fou r y ears ago. when 
the blizzard had i>alsied the p lans for 
the big celebration. 
Ev ery body was 
p leased Tu esday and ev ery body was 
hap p y , bu t there was a sp irit of ap a­ 
thy which was p lainly noticeable frorp 
the beginning to the end of the cere­ 
monies.

Mr. Bryan Makes a Hit. 


At no time was this so ap p arent as 
at the stand at the east front of the 
cap itol, when Mr. Wilson was taking 
the oath of office. 
The cheers that 
greeted the new p resident were only 
m oderate and of brief du ration. 
They 
seemed in fact to be less enthu siastic 
than the ones that rolled ou t when Wil­ 
liam J. Bry an made his ap p earance 011 
the op en-air p latform. 
Sev eral times 
in the cou rse of the p roceedings on 
the great stand a v olley of cheers went 
u p for the Commoner, and at the con 
elu sion of Mr. W ilson’s inau gu ral ad­ 
dress a situ ation arose which really 
seemed embarrassing. The last words 
of the new p resident’s sp eech had 
hardly fallen from his lip s when the 
crowd shou ted “Bry an! 
Bry an! 
We 
w ant a sp eech from B ry an!” 
Mr. W ilson’s new secretary of state, 
who was standing near him, tu rned 
away from the thou sands in front of

Ralston will u e ready in a few day s to 
annou nce the names of the men he 
p rop oses to ap p oint as p u blic serv ice 
commissioners. 
The commissioners 
will not b'* ap p ointed in fact or or­ 
ganized u ntil after May 1. 
Gov ernor 
Ralston is to ap p oint two new mem­ 
bers of the p u blic serv ice commission 
and the three mem bers of the Indiana 
railroad commission are, by the new 
aw, made p u blic serv ice commission- 


3rs. 
The law declares that it is the 
legislativ e intention to su bstitu te the 
p u blic serv ice commission for the rail­ 
road commission. 
While the new* law abolishes the 
'abroad commission, it confers the 
p owers of the railroad commission 
jp on the new commission and sp ecifi­ 
cally takes ov er the railroad commis­ 
sioners to serv e as p u blic serv ice com­ 
missioners u ntil their p resent term s 
af office ex p ire and carefu lly sets ou t 
that the p owers of the railroad com­ 
mission continu e in the new body . 


De fin e s Pu b lic U tilitie s. 
The new law defines p u blic u tilities 
to inclu de street railway s, interu rban 
railway s, telegrap h and telep hone com­ 
p anies, heat, light, w ater or p ower 
comp anies and elev ator and warehou se 
comp anies. 
Steam railroads are not 
called “p u blic u tilities” u nder the new 
law. hu t are continu ed u nder the ra’il- 
road commission law which is giv en to 
the new p u blic serv ice commission to 
enforce after May 1. 
The new law is based 
011 the p rin­ 
cip le that p u blic serv ice corp orations 
are neither p u blic nor p riv ate, bu t 
q u asi-p u blic; that these corp orations 
hav e receiv ed rights and p riv ileges 
from the p u blic and owe certain du ­ 
ties to the p u blic. Regu lation is taken 
to be tlie right and du ty of the p eop le, 
acting throu gh gov ernmental agencies. 
The law is declared by its friend-' 
to be entitled to first p lace among the 
laws enacted in the United States. 
It 
is one among two or three laws to 
p rov ide for an indeterm inate p ermit, 
for a u t i l i t y corp oration dep reciation 
fu nd, adeq u ately for the control of 
stock and bond issu es by p u blic u tili­ 
ties, and for the fu tu re taking ov er of 
u tilities by mu nicip alities. 
Le g isla tive Do in g s. 
The Dickinson-Koenig bill, p rov id­ 
ing a nine-hou r day for women, was 
killed in the senate by a v ote of 29 to 
19. 
When the v ote had been annou nc­ 
ed Senator Fleming immediately mov ­ 
ed to reconsider. 
This motion was 
tabled on motion of Senator Kistler, 
this action hav ing the effect of bu ry ing 
the bill bey ond resu rrection du ring 
this session of the legislatu re. 
The senate p assed the “anti-blind 
tiger” bill p rohibiting the sale of in­ 
tox icating liq u or by dru ggists, ex cep t 
on p rescrip tion from a p hy sician, by a 
v ote of 27 to 7 . 
If p assed in the lower 
branch Indiana will hav e a stringent 
law against the sale of liq u or by dru g 
gists. 
Bu t little op p osition dev elop ed to 
the weights and m easu res bill, which 
p assed by a v ote of 3G to 6. It req u ires 
boards of cou nty commissioners in 
cou nties hav ing a p op u lation of 50,000 
or 
more 
to 
ap p oint 
insp ectors 
of 
weights and measu res, and changes 
the wording of the p resent law where 
the word “sealers” is u sed, to “in­ 
sp ector.” 
The registration bill was 
p assed in the senate by a v ote of 40 to 
0. 
As it stands now the hill p rov ides 
for one regu lar registration p eriod in 
October thirty day s before election, 
and for one additional registration p e­ 
riod in Sep tember. 
The Sep tember 
registration, howev er, may not be held 
u nless on demand of 300 resident free­ 
holders of a cou nty . 
The sp ecific and new regu lar app ro* 
p riations hill p assed the hou se with­ 
ou t a dissenting v ote.

lutely perfect alignment and adjust­ 
ment with the other parts of the ma- ! 
chine so that it is free, not because it 
is let alone or isolated, but because it : 
has been associated most sk illfully 
and carefully with the other parts of j 
the great structure. 
W hat is liberty? 
You say of the lo­ 
comotiv e that it runs free. 
What do 
you mean? 
You mean that its parts 
are so assembled and adjusted that 
friction is reduced to a minimum and 
that it has perfect adjustm ent. 
We 
say of a boat sk imming the w ater with j 
light foot. “ How free she runs,” when 
w<> mean how perfectly she is adjust- | 
ed to the force of the wind, how per­ 
fectly she obeys the great breath out | 
of the heav ens that fills her sails. ! 
Throw her head up into the wind and 
see how she will halt and stagger, how 
ev ery sheet will shiv er and her whole j 
fram e be shak en, how instantly she is 
“iu irons.” in the expressiv e phrase of 
the sea.

conscience of the country dem ands as 
the w ork m an’s right. 
We hav e got Jo 
cheer and inspirit our people with the 
sure prospects of social justice and j 
due reward, with the v ision of the j 
open gates of opportunity for all. 
We 
hav e got to set the energy and the ini­ 
tiativ e of this great people absolutely 
free, so that the future of America 
will be greater than the past, so that 
the pride of America will grow with 
achiev ement, 
so that 
America 
will 
k now as she adv ances from generation 
to generation that each brood of her 
sons is greater and more enlightened 
than that which preceded it. k now 
that she is fulfilling the promise that 
she has made to mank ind.

Preceding the Impressiv e Ceremony 
Which Marked Taking of Oath of 
Office b y New President, a Brilliant 
Crowd Had Gathered in the Senate 
Chamb er to W itn er' the Induction 
Into Office of Thomas Riley Marshall. 


W ashington, 
March 
5.—Preceding 
the inaugural ceremonies all was a 
b ustle and a hustle on the floor of the 
senate. 
The b ig appropriation b ills 
had b een disposed of, b ut many mem­ 
b ers had pub lic m easures for which 
they desired to make one final effort 
The senators themselv es were a pretty 
tired 
looking lot. 
They had 
b een 
grinding away with the legislativ e mill 
until 4 o'clock in the morning, and 
then had b een called b ack at 9:30. 
It 
was not. howev er, until the hands of 
the clock b egan to mov e around to the 
hour when the inaugural ceremonies 
were to b egin that the senators drifted 
into their seats. 
Some who were say­ 
ing good-b y to W ashington were early 
011 the floor and met with a kindly re­ 
ception on tne pa'rt of the v ictorious 
Democrats. 
The reading clerk of the 
senate droned through the hills and 
the senators continued to swap stories 
until after 11 o'clock 
W hen there was commotion out in 
the lob b y ev eryb ody who was familiar 
with the proceedings knew what it 
meant. 
The president and the presi­ 
dent elect had arriv ed at the capitol. 
Preceded b y the sergeant-at-arms of 
the senate and the president’s aides, 
Mr. Taft, with the incoming president, 
mov ed through the senate corridors to 
an ornate room at one end. 
Mr. Wil­ 
son looked v ery serious, while Presi­ 
dent Taft was smiling and happy, b ow­ 
ing to right and left to acq uaintances. 
Diplomatic Corps Meets Bryan. 
The memb ers of President Taft's 
cab inet followed into the little room 
and there they were introduced to Mr. 
Wilson, while the president himself 
took a seat at the tab le, preparatory 
to passing on the b ills that were put 
through in the final hour of the ses­ 
sion. 
Things had again assumed a hum­ 
drum course in the senate and outside, 
when there came another stir and Wil­ 
liam Jennings Bryan put in an appear­ 
ance. 
He b eamed upon a num b er of 
Democrats who greeted him. and final­ 
ly Senator Bacon of Georgia, who is to 
b e chairm an of the foreign relations 
committee in the senate, took him b y 
the arm and they mov ed together into 
the marb le room of the senate. 
For more than half an hour the dip­ 
lomatic corps, all dressed in their b ril­ 
liant state costumes, had b een gather­ 
ing in this room. 
Mr 
Bryan was 
steered straight toward this gorgeous 
group b y Senator Bacon. 
He was soon 
surrounded b y the foreign representa­ 
tiv es. who seemed glad of this oppor­ 
tunity to m eet informally Mr Wilson's 
secretary of state. 
By 11:15 o’clock 
the senators inside the chamb er had 
arranged 
themselv es 111 
the 
space 
which had b een reserv ed for them 
A Unique Situation. 
By this time the m em b ers of Pres­ 
ident Wilson's cab inet had b egun to 
take their seats on the floor, and there 
was a great craning of necks to get a 
look at the incoming cab inet. 
There 
had b een no official announcem ent of 
its personnel, b ut there they were on 
the floor of the senate. 
The situation 
was unique in the history of inaugura­ 
tions. 
It was now 11:40 o'clock and ev ery­ 
b ody was expecting the announcem ent 
which would b egin the formal ceremo­ 
nies of the day, b ut instead of this a 
tall young man in a frock coat mov ed 
down the center aisle of the senate 
and announced: 
“The president asks 
me to present to congress a message 
in writing.” 
This turned out to b e Mr. T aft’s last 
message to congiess. and for a while 
it threatened to play hav oc with the 
plans that had b een made for the Wil­ 
son inauguration. 
It was partly re­ 
sponsib le for the failure to rush the 
entire program through on time. This 
communication was a v eto of the sun­ 
dry civ il b ill carrying millions of dol­ 
lars to run the gov ernment. 
Mr. Taft 
had v etoed the b ill b ecause it exempt­ 
ed lab or unions and farm ers from 
prosecutions under the Sherman anti­ 
trust law. 
The message had no sooner b een 
concluded than Senator Poindexter of 
W ashington was on his feet. 
He seiz­ 
ed on this opportunity to attack the 
W ashington police for their failure to 
protect the suffragettes in their parade 
Monday. 
He talked on and on and on 
and on and on and ev eryb ody grew 
nerv ous and glanced at the clock. 
In­ 
asm uch as the W ashington senator 
seemed to b e wound up for a long run 
inauguration or no inauguration, the 
senate clerk hurried around and turn 
ed the b ig hand of the clock b ack half 
an hour, and later was compelled to 
repeat the operation. 
Finally, how­ 
ev er, the W ashington senator had had 
his say and sat down. In a jiffy a wiry 
young man m a frock coat announced 
in a solemn v oice: 
“The speaker and 
the memb ers of the house of represen­ 
tativ es.” 
Ev eryb ody had risen with this an­ 
nouncement. and as they sank b ack 
into their seats a throng from 
the low 


'r house squeezed their way int# the 
b amb er. 
Agaia Senator Gallinger’s 
v el fell witn a sharp rap, and the 
young man with the solemn v oice 
again presented himself with a stately 
b ow b efore the senate. 
“The 
am b assadors 
and 
m inisters 
from foreign countries,” he announced. 
Added a Touch of Color. 
In came the diplomatic corps, led b y 
Amb assador 
Jusserand 
of 
France. 
They ad led the touch of color that 
w?as needed to set off the somb er ef 
feet on the flcor of the senate and to 
b lend it with the medley of colors in 
the gallery . 
The herald then announced: 
“The 
chief justice of the United States and 
associate 
justices 
of 
the 
supreme 
court.” 
Hardly had the justices arranged 
their b lack silk skirts ab out their ?eet 
w hen 
the 
sergeant at-arms 
stepped 
down the center aisle and with the 
same solemn v oice announced: 
“The 
v ice president elect 
of 
the 
United 
States.” 
Instantly Gov eruor Marshall entered 
with Senators Bacon and Crane. 
He 
wore a b lack frock coat, a pearl-color 
ed tie and gray glov es. 
Mr. Marshall 
took a scat on the right of the presid­ 
ing officer. 
Again the serge an t-at 
arms ap;>eared in the center aisle. 
“The president of the United States 
and the president elect,” was the an 
nouncement, and through the center 
doors of the senate appeared the two 
b ig figures in the ceremony. 
Mr. Taft 
had the semb lance of a smile on his 
face, b ut Mr. Wilson still looked v ery 
serious and v ery solemn. 
The presi 
dent elect was seated on Mr. T aft’s 
h ft heaido the presiding officer’s desk. 
Mr. Wilson wore a b lack frock coat 
a dark purple^JIe and strii» ed trousers. 
He wore no glov es. 
W ithout further delay Senator Gal 
linger adm inistered the oath to Vice 
President Marshall. 
Mr. 
M arshall’s 
reply in pledging himself was some­ 
what unusual: 
“God helping me, T will,” was b is 
statem ent, spoken in a strong v oice. 
W ithout further delay Senator Gal- 
lingerfiegan his farewell address. Mr. 
Gallinger then turned the gav el ov er 
to the new v ice president, after an­ 
nouncing that the Sixty-second con­ 
gress w as adjourned sine die. 
The president's proclamation had al 
ready b een read calling the senate in 
spec’al session, and Vice President 
Marshall called upon the chaplain, the 
Rev . Dr. V. G. B. Pierce, to deliv er 
the prayer. 
Vice President Marshall seemed to 
b e somewhat shaky at first, and Sen­ 
ator Gallinger remained close at his 
right hand to giv e him a little adv ice 
now and then. 
Mr. M arshall’s speech 
made a p- i' impression upon the sen 
ate. 
His references to b urglar kits 
and div orcees and a few other things 
seemed to grate ev en on ,the Demo­ 
cratic senators, two or three of whom 
mov ed their heads sadly while the ad­ 
dress was b eing deliv ered. 
Some of 
the senators seemed to feel tha t the 
v ice president had taken on himself 
rather -early in the proceedings the 
duty of lecturing the senate. 
The 
swearing in of tho new senators took 
place Immediately after the deliv ery 
of t r e v ice president’s address. 
The Inaugural Address. 
The program was more than half 
an hour b ehind tim e when the proces­ 
sion mov ed toward the great stand 
that had b een b uilt from one wing of 
the capitol to the other and which ac­ 
commodated 10,000 persons. 
The spa­ 
cious capitol grounds was a sea of 
humanity. 
It was the b iggest assem ­ 
b lage that had ev er come together to 
witness the taking of an oath b y an 
incoming president. 
It was just 1:30 when President 
Taft raised a warning hand to the 
crowd and the racket wgs stilled. 
Clerk M aher of the suprem e court ad 
v anoed, holding an open Bib le in his 
hand. 
The president elect laid his 
hands upon the open b ook. 
The chief 
justice did likewise and in a v oice 
clear « n d strong, recited the presiden 
tial oa th: 
“I -do solemnly swear that I will 
faithfully execute the office of presi 
dent of the United States, and will to 
the b est of my ab ility, preserv e, pro­ 
tect and defend the constitution of the 
United States.” 
As he finished, the new president 
replied with ferv or: 
“I do.” 
At the same time he b ent rev erent­ 
ly and kissed the open hook. 
Woodrow Wilson had b ecome presi­ 
dent of the United States and the b ig 
man sitting on his left, a priv ate citi­ 
zen. 
Mr. W ilson's inaugural address 
was punctuated with cheers at sev ­ 
eral points. His final declaration that, 
God helping him, he would not fail 
those who stand b y him in the task 
that is ahead, b rought a round of ap­ 
plause. 
After this concluding sentence no 
tim e was lost b y the new president 
and Mr. Taft in stepping again into 
the carriage and starting the return 
trip to the W hite House.

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ICTOR!AND HUERTA, who re 
cently 
won 
the 
prov isional 
presidency of Mexico b y clev ­ 
erly turning upon Madero and 
making him prisoner, has alw ays ap 
pea red to the American onlookers in 
the Mexican situation as a rather un 
usual type of Mexican general. 
Many 
an American, sticking close to his in­ 
v estments in that troub led region, has 
felt a distinct disinclination to talk 
Mexican polities with the leading na­ 
tiv es. b ecause it would b e impossib le 
to guess at the real sym pathies of the 
leader addressed. But H uerta through­ 
out the recent uprisings had always 
b een considered a shining example of 
loyalty to the administration. 
He was 
one of the men who stuck to Diaz to 
the hitter end. not so much b ecause 
he was dev oted t<> the president, b ut 
b ecause he was a federal* general, an 
officer of the gov ernment, and so long 
as I’orfirio Diaz was the gov ernment 
just so long Victoria no H uerta fought 
for Diaz. 
The moment that Diaz re­ 
signed and l>e la Barra b ecame pro­ 
v isional president of Mexico Huerta 
b egan to tight for De la Barra. 
When Madero was elected president 
of the repub lic Huerta l>ecame a fight­ 
er for Madero, although he had l>een 
one of the stub b ornest fighters against 
him so long as Madero was a reb el. 
H uerta has alw ays b een considered 
orthodox, and b ecause of his v ery con­ 
siderab le ab ility as a general he b e­ 
came Madero’s right hand man in mil­ 
itary m atters 


Madero Relied on Huerta. 


That is how it happened that when 
Madero b egan to experience the excite­ 
ment of b eing reb elled against, instead 
of doing most of the reb elling himself. 
It was H uerta who as general was sent 
out to ob literate his enemies. 
The 
rrhief 
command, 
howev er, 
was 
Dot 
granted to him until Gonzales Salas, in 
charge of the federal forces at first, 
committed suicide after the defeat of 
the federate at Corralitos. near Jimiuez. 
in March of last year. 
After the sui­ 
cide of Salas. Huerta, who had former­ 
ly b een in command of the federal 
forces in Morelos, took charge of the 
campaign to sub due Orozco ami spoke 
of that reb ellious critic of the Ma­ 
dero regime with as much fine scorn 
as he had once 1**00 wont to heap upon 
t^e heal of Madero himself. 
The news that Huerta had decided 
to succeed Madero could not shock th« 
already jangled nerv es of those who 
were sensitiv e b ecause of their heav y 
Inv estments in Mexico. 
Americans in 
the comparativ ely safe coast tow ns of 
Tampico and Vera Cruz hav e b rought 
b ack word that at least ten claimants 
to the presidency were to b e found in 
the field in v arious disguises of loyalty 
to Madero and the federal cause. Each 
of these has done some plotting and 
entered into secret deals with differ­ 
ent foreigners resident in Mexico, m ak­ 
ing v ast promises of federal patronage 
and concessions In return for a little 
immediate material assistance. 
Many 
a frantic appeal for prompt iuterv en 
tion b y the gov ernment at Washington 
has b een interpreted as Inspired b y a 
fear that some such inv estment was 
ab out to fail dismally. 


Huerta Suspected of Early Plot. 


So to the canniest of Mexican ob 
serv ers it has seemed highly prob ab le 
that nt any moment some com para 
tiv ely inconspicuous general would step 
forward and call himself the successor 
to Madero. 
Ev en Huerta, with all his 
reputation for sob riety in the midst of 
rev olution, has not b eeu ab ov e sus 
picion, and it was not v ery long ago 
that there w as an oj>en prediction that 
he was scheming to unseat his chief. 
This prediction was made last Sep­ 
temb er, when an unusually sav age out­ 
b reak of anti-Maderist sentiment had 
enliv ened the City of Mexico, where 
the citizens paraded the streets with 
uproarious “ v iv as” for the b anished 
Diaz. 
On that same day. Sept. 
14. an 
American newspaper receiv ed an il­ 
luminating dispatch from that ob serv a­ 
tion outpost of 
Mex ican affairs, El 
Paso. Tex . 
“ Rumor is persistent that Mex ico is 
on the brink of another rev olt against 
the organized gov ernment,” the dis­ 
patch said, “ and that this time It will 
come from within, from the federal 
army . 
General Huerta is determined 
to be the military dictator and ev en 
military president of Mex ico. 
He baa 
ex pressed him self to his followers to 
this effect.

ries were rushed to Huerta as to his a t­ 
titude in the matter, and his reply was 
indignantly haughty: 
"I am not Orozco.” he said, with a 
fine show of contempt for the man who 
had rev olted against Madero. “ I v ouch 
for the loyalty of the army. 
We will 
hokf a celeb ration iu Juarez on the na­ 
tional holiday, b ut it will b e merely one 
of patriotism and nothing more. 
I am 
a soldier and nothing more.” 
The news of H uerta’s ascendency 
aroused 
1 he greatest interest among 
New Yorkers who hav e Mexican inter­ 
ests and who hav e recently returned to 
this city 
from 
the 
v icinity of the 
troub le 
Edwin M. Macpherson, who 
is directing large engineering schemes 
iu Mexico, receiv ed the news at the 
Hotel Vanderb ilt 
“General Iluerta is one of the higher 
class Mexicans, a man of the I>e la 
Barra type.” he said. 
Tie is a man of 
large means, a memb er of the Mexican 
gentry. 
He has large ranch lands and 
many cattle. 
He does a v ery consid­ 
erab le export b usiness to the United 
States, shipping to the Swift and Ar­ 
mour people. So Americans know him. 
and know him v ery fav orab ly. 
Al­ 
most all foreigners who are guarding 
their inv estments iu Mexico would feel 
a considerab le degree of confidence in 
General Huerta and would welcome 
his control of affairs.” 
Story of His Life. 


Victoriauo Huerta was b orn in the 
state of Chihuahua some fifty-six years 
ago and as a lad of sev enteen went to 
Mexico City and entered the military 
school at Chapultepec. 
Immediately 
after his graduation from that institu­ 
tion he entered the activ e serv ice and 
b y successiv e promotions reached the 
generalship he held at the time of the 
Maderist uprising against Diaz. 
H uer­ 
ta was called into consultation b y the 
elder Diaz after the capture of Juarez 
and counseled against resignation. 
He 
wanted 3.000 men and. with that force, 
promised to retake the city, b nt the 
opportunity was not granted to him. 
and. with tin* resignation of his chief, 
he was recalled to Mexico City, 
n e 
headed the escort that attended the ex­ 
iled Diaz as far as Vera Cruz, and it 
was Diaz’s parting injunction that H u­ 
erta should support the administration. 
A rumor o f a b reak in the outwardly 
friendly relations b etween Madero and 
Huerta came only a few days ago. 
when one o f Madero’s b rothers openly 
criticised H uerta’s handling of the fed 
era I forces against the reb el Orozco. 
Men who knew Huerta guessed how 
furious that would make him and sus 
peered that it caused later ev ents.

Where Wilson Reviewed Parade. 


Great Crowd That Thronged 


Washington Delighted, 


THE SPECTACULAR FEATURES 


Following Splendid Parade Was 


Magnificent Fireworks. 


Washington, 
March- 5. — At 1:31 


o'clock Tuesday afternoon Woodrow 
Wilson of New Jersey became the 
twenty-eighth president of the United 
State. He took the oath on the stand 
at the east front of the capitol before 
the largest crowd that ever witnessed 
the inauguration of a president. 


A few minutes before Mr. Wilson 


had touched his lips to the Bible held 
In the hands of the venerable chief jus- 
tice of the United States, .Thomas Ri- 
ley Marshall, Democratic vice presi- 
dent, and seventeen new Democratic 
senators had taken the oath in the 
senate chamber. 


These proceedings marked the sur- 


render by Republicans of sixteen years 
of continuous control and the appear- j 
ance of a full-fledged Democratic ad- 
ministration for the first time since 
Grover Cleveland sat in the White 
House. 


Greatest Crowd on Record. 


No president ever was blessed with 


a finer inauguration day than was Mr. 
Wilson. Xo incoming president ever- 
•was greeted by a greater throng of 
patriotic Americans. 
But notwith- 


standing the ideal weather conditions 
and the hundreds of thousands who 
lined the streets for miles, there seem- 
e'd to be something lacking. There 
was none of that zip and bing that 
characterized the enthusiastic throng 
that cheered for Colonel Roosevelt on 
the day of his inauguration back in 
1905. There was hardly as much of a 
demonstration as was accorded to Mr. 
Taft when he rode up Pennsylvania 
avenue and back four years ago. when 
the blizzard had palsied the plans for 
the big celebration. 
Everybody was 


pleased Tuesday and everybody was 
happy, but there was a spirit of apa- 
thy which was plainly noticeable froin 
the beginning to the end of the cere- 
monies.

Mr. Bryan Makes a Hit. 


* At no time was this so apparent as 
at the stand at the east front of the 
capitol, when Mr. Wilson was taking 
the oath of office. 
The cheers that 


greeted the new president were only 
moderate and of brief duration. They 
seemed in fact to be less enthusiastic 
than the ones that rolled out when Wil- 
liam .1. Bryan made his appearance on 
the open-air platform. Several times 
in the course of the proceedings on 
the great stand a volley of cheers went 
up for the Commoner, and at the con- 
clusion of Mr. Wilson's inaugural ad- 
dress a situation arose which really 
seemed embarrassing. The last words 
of the new president's speech had 
hardly fallen from his lips when the 
crowd shouted "Bryan! Bryan! \Ve 
want a speech from Bryan!" 


Mr. Wilson's new secretary of state, 


who was standing near him, turned 
awav from the thousands in front of 
the stand, apparently for the purpose 
of discouraging any further demon- 
stration in his favor, and there was 
plainly a feeling of relief among the 
Democratic statesmen when the police 
jumped In and began to drive the 
throng back for the exit of the new 
president. 


Police Finally Woke Up. 


One would never have suspected 


from the appearance ~of Tuesday's 
throng that it was made up of many 
who had caused the disorderly scenes 
during the suffragist parade the day 
before. The police from beginning to 
end had the situation in control and 
there seemed to be no disposition at 
any time on the part of the visitors to 
cause trouble. 


It was a good sterling American 


crowd. It stretched from Washington 
circle^ halt a mile west of the White 
House, to the capitol, a mile east of 
the president's mansion and .up and 
around Capitol Hill to the east front 
of the historic building. 
For almost 


the entire distance it was fifteen or 
twenty deep on both sides of the 
street How many hundreds of-thou- 
sands were out to greet the Democrat- 
ic president it would be idle even to 
tonjecture. All the railroads entering 
Washington had been disgorging thou- 
sands upon thousands for days,' and 
automobiles and other conveyances 
had been bringing a host from the 
neighboring states. In addition to the 
long lines of humanity along the 
streets more tens. of thousands had 
places on the stands. >~ -

The'president of the United States 


and the vice president started in im- 
mediately after their inauguration 
upon one of the most arduous jobs 
physically that will confront them 
when, at 3:10 .o'clock, they took their 
places in the reviewing stand in the 
middle of tne court of honor out in 
front of the White House and contin- 
ued to stand until almost 7:30 o'clock 
at night, or until the last of 50,000 or 
more soldiers, sailors and civilians had 
passed on in the darkness. 


The inaugural parade, needless to 


say, is the sole reason most folks come 
to the inauguration, always exceptin; 
the great grand divisions of patriots 
who come here at this time to save the 
country by accepting political jobs. 
Wherefore a crowd placed somewhere 
around ."00,000 was on hand between 
he capitol and the disbanding point 
at Washington circle, a mile and a half 
vest of the capitol and a few blocks 
behind the White House. 


And this time, at least, the Wash- 


ngton. police saw to it early in the 
day that there was no possible way at 
all to get into the roped-off asphalt 
of Pennsylvania avenue from the start- 
ng gate to the finishing wire unless 
one dropped into the avenue from an 
aeroplane. 


Darkness Closes on Display. 


And so the parade, once it had start- 


ed, never was interrupted seriously. 
As" it started later than any previous 
naugural parade and was a record 
breaker in size, darkness had begun 
to gather by the time the first thou- 
sands of monster civic and semi-mili- 
tary sections that followed the mili- 
ary and naval divisions had reachec 
tlie reviewing stand at all. And, ap- 
propriately, just as 2,000 Tammany 
jraves with Charles F. Murphy at 
their head and four bands playing 
'Tammany" in relay fashion, 
hac 


swung around the north end of the 
treasury building into the white and 
green court of honor in front of the 
White House, the decoration commit 
-tee's electricians threw the switches 
and the court of honor flashed from 
semi-darkness into a blaze of electric 
;lory. 


Washington says the parade was its 


biggest. Also it was wonderfully re 
splendent. With the exception of a 
start an hour later than customary 
for which the paraders were blame 
less, and gaps far too wide between 
the various sections, the parade was 
flawless. 
Nevertheless the lack o 


spontaneous cheering, at times, the 
solemn apathy of the dense crowds in 
the grandstands was unusual. 
There 


were en'ough wonderful things to look 
upon and to listen to streaming pas 
for almost four hours and a half to 
arouse, one would fancy, any crowd in 
enthusiasm, but they did not. 


Closed in Blaze of Fireworks. 


President Wilson sat on the bacl 


stoop of his new home at night and 
heard thousands of his fellow citizen 
cheer his name as they saw his fea 
tures delineated in fire. The presi 
dent of less than a day saw from the 
rear of the White House a sea of hu 
manity that filled an area estimatec 
at not less than one square mile. Over 
looking the multitud.e he saw wit! 
them the celebration of his inaugura 
tion come to a brilliant close in a 
splendid display of fireworks. 


The Washington police confessec 


themselves staggered by the vas 
crowds assembled in the park space 
behind the White House. 
Estimate 


ran into ,the hundreds of thousands 
and no one who,travelled around th 
shores of the human sea could find an 
reason for disbelief of the estimates 
Anyhow, there were 500,000 people in 
Washington, and it is a good bet o 
dollars to doughnuts that all who wer 
able to travel after a strenuous da 
saw those fireworks. 


It was the most orderly crowd 1 


the world. This inauguration crow 
came to see the show provided fo 
them, and the thousands upon thou 
sands rubbed elbows as respectfull 
and politely as could be.

riends of the New Law Declare That 
It Is Entitled to Take First Place 
Among the Laws Enacted in the 
United States, Being the Clearest 
Exposition of the Public Utilities 
Problem Yet Devised. 


Indianapolis, March 5.—Yesterday 


afternoon the public service commis- 
ion bill was formally approved by 
Governor Ralston. The bill was signed 
ust before 4 o'clock, ana Governor 
Ralston presented the pen with which 
le signed the biir to Representative 
V. \'.r. Spencer. . 


It is now understood that Governor 


lalston will be ready in a few days to 
announce the, names of the men he 
iroposes to appoint as public service 
:ommissioners. 
The commissioners 


vill not be appointed in fact or or- 
ganized until after May 1. Governor 
lalston is to appoint two new mem- 
iers of the public service commission 
and the thre'e members of the Indiana 
•ailroad commission are, by the new 
aw, made public service commission- 
3rs. The law declares that it is the 
egislative intention to substitute the 
public service commission for the rail- 
road commission. 


While the new law abolishes the 


•ailroad commission, it confers the 
powers of the railroad commission 
apon the new commission and specifi- 
cally takes over the railroad commis- 
sioners to serve as public service com- 
missioners until their present terms 
of office expire and carefully sets out 
that the powers of the railroad com 
mission continue in the new body. 


Defines Public Utilities. 


Tlie new law defines public utilities 


to include street railways, interurban 
railways, telegraph and telephone com- 
panies, heat, light, water or power 
companies and elevator and warehouse 
companies. Steam railroads are not 
called "public utilities" under the new- 
law, but are continued under the rail- 
road commission law which is given to 
the new public service commission to 
enforce after May 1. 


The new law is based on the prin-1 


ciple that puDlic service corporations ; 
are' neither public nor private, but j 
quasi-public; that these corporations | 
have received rights and privileges 
from the public and owe certain du- 
ties to the public. Regulation is taken 
to be the right and duty of the people, 
acting through governmental agencies. 


The law is declared by its friends 


to be entitled to first place among the 
laws enacted in the United States. It 
is one among two or three laws to 
provide for an indeterminate permit, 
ror u utility corporation depreciation 
fund, adequately for the control , of 
stock and bond issues by public utili- 
ties, and for the future taking over of, 
utilities toy municipalities. 


' Legislative Doing*. 


The Dickinson-Koenig bill, provid- 


ing a nfiie-hour day for women, was 
killed in the senate by a vote of 29 to 
19. AVhen the vote had been announc- 
ed Senator Fleming immediately mov- 
ed to reconsider. This motion was 
tabled on motion o£ Senator Kistler, 
this action having the effect of burying 
the bill beyond resurrection during 
this session of the legislature. 


The senate passed the "anti-blind 


tiger" bill prohibiting the sale of in- 
toxicating liquor by druggists, except 
on prescription from a physician, by a 
vote of 27 to 7. If passed in the lower 
branch Indiana will have a stringent 
law against the sale of liquor by drug 
gists. 


But little opposition developed to 


the weights and measures bill, which 
passed by a-vote of 36 to 6. It requires 
boards of count}' commissioners in 
counties having a population of 50,000 
or more to appoint inspectors of 
weights and measures, and changes 
the wording of the present law where 
the word "sealers" ,is used, to "in- 
spector." 
The registration bill was 


passed in the senate by a vote of 40 to 
0. As it stands now the bill provides 
for one regular registration period in 
October thirty days before election, 
and for one additional registration pe- 
.riod in September. .The September 
registration, however, may not be held 
unless on demand of 300 resident free- 
holders of a county.

The specific and new regular appro- 


priations bill passed the house with- 
out a dissenting vote.

Suppose that I were building a great 
piece of powerful machinery, and Sup- 
pose that I should, so awkwardly and 
unskillfully assemble tbe parts of it 
that every time oue part tried to move 
it would be interfered with by the oth- 
ers, and the whole thins would buckle 
up and be checked. 
Liberty for the 


several parts would consist in the best 
possible assembling and adjustment of 
them all. would it not? 
If you want 


the sreat piston of the eu.sine to run 
with absolute freedom give it abso- 
lutely perfect alignment and adjust- 
ment with -the other parts of the ma- 
chine so that it is free, not because it 
is let alone or isolated, bnt because it 
has been associated most skillfully 
and carefully with the other parts of 
tbe great structure. 


What is liberty? You sny of tbe lo- 


comotive that it runs free. 
What do 


you mean? 
You mean that its parts 


are so assembled and adjusted that 
friction is reduced to a minimum and 
that it has perfect adjustment. ,We 
sny of a boat skimming the water with 
light foot. "How free- she runs." when 
we mean how perfectly she is adjust- 
ed to the force of the wind, how per- 
fectly she obeys the great breath out 
of tbe heavens that fills her sails. 
Throw her head up into the wind and 
see how sbe will bait and stasser. bow 
every sheet will shiver and her whole 
frame be shaken, how instantly she is 
"in irons." in the expressive phrase of 
the sea. 
She is free only when you 


have let her fall off again and have re- 
covered once more her nice adjustment 
to the forces she most obey and can- 
not defy. 


Human Freedom. 


Human freedom consists in perfect 


adjustments of human interests and 
human activities and human energies. 


We have sot to make politics a thins 


in which an honest man can take his 
part with satisfaction, because -be 
knows that iji<s opinion will count as 
much as tbr n-xt man's and that the 
boss and the iuterests have been de- 
throned. Business we have got to un 
trammel. abolishing tariff favors and 
railroad discrimination and credit de- 
nials and all forms of unjust handi- 
caps against the little man. Industry 
we have got to humanize, not through 
the trusts, lint tbrougb the direct ac- 
tion of law guarantee!!)!; protection 
against dangers and compensation for 
injuries, guaranteeing sanitary condi- 
tions, proper Lours, the right to organ- 
ize, and all the other things which the 
conscience of tbe country demands as 
tbe workman's right. We have got to 
cheer and inspirit our people with tne 
sure prospects of social justice and 
due reward, with the vision of tbe 
open gates of opportunity for all. We 
have got to set the energy and tbe ini- 
tiative of this great people absolutely 
free, so that the future of America 
will be greater than tbe past, so that 
tbe pride of America will grow with 
achievement, so that America will 
know as she advances '.roin generation 
to generation that each brood of her 
sons is greater and more enlightened 
than that wbicb' preceded It. know 
that she is fulfilling tbe promise that 
sbe has made to mankind.

Preceding the Impressive Ceremony 


Which Marked Taking of Oath of 
Office by New President, a Brilliant 
Crowd Had Gathered in the Senat: 
Chamber to Witnen the Induction 
Into Office of Thomas Riley Marshall 


' Washington, March 5.—Preceding 
the inaugural ceremonies all was a 
bustle and a hustle on the floor of the 
senate. 
The big appropriation bills 


bad been disposed bf, but many mem- 
bers had public measures for which 
they desired to make one final effort. 
The senators themselves were a pretty 
tired looldng lot. They had been 
grinding away with the legislative mii! 
until 4 o'clock in the morning, and 
then had been called back at 9:30. II 
was not, however, until the hands ol 
the clock began to move around to the 
hour when the inaugural ceremonies 
were to begin that the senators drifted 
into their seats. Some who were say 
ing good-by to W^h^Ston were earlj 
on the floor and met with a kindly re- 
ception on the pa'rt of the victorious 
Democrats. The reading clerk of the 
senate droned through the bills anc 
the senators continued to swap stories 
until after 11 o'clock. 


When there was commotion out in 


the lobby everybody who was familia: 
with the proceedings knew what 1 
meant. The president and the presi 
dent elect had arrived at the capitol 
Preceded by the sergeant-at-arms o 
the senate and the president's aides 
Air. Taft, with the incoming president 
moved through the senate corridors ti 
an ornate room at one end. Mr. Wi' 
son looked very serious, white Presi 
dent Taft was smiling and happy, bow 
ing to right and left to acquaintances 


Diplomatic Corps Meets Bryan, 


The members of President Taft' 


cabinet followed into the little room 
and there they were introduced to Mr 
Wilson, while the president himse 
took a seat at the table, preparator 
to passing on the bills that were pu 
through in the final hour of the ses 
sion. 


Things had again assumed a hum 


drum course in the senate-and outside, 
-when there came another stir and Wil- 
liam Jennings Rryan put in an appear- 
ance. He beamed upon a number of 
Democrats who greeted him, and final- 
ly Senator Bacon of Georgia, who is to 
be chairman of the foreign relations 
committee in the senate, took him by 
the arm and they moved together into 
the marble room of the senate. 
" For more than half an hour the dip- 
lomatic corps, all dressed in their bril- 
liant state costumes, had been gather- 
ing in this room. 
Mr. Bryan was 


steered straight toward this gorgeous 
group bv Senator Hacon. He was soon 
surrounded by the foreign representa- 
tives, who seemed glad of this oppor- 
tunity to meet informally Mr. Wilson's 
secretary of state. By 11:15 o'clock 
the senators inside the chamber had 
arranged themselves in the space 
which had been reserved for them. 


A Unique Situation. 


By this time the members of Pres- 


ident Wilson's cabinet had begun to 
take their seats on the floor, and there 
was a great craning of necks to get a 
look at the incoming cabinet. 
There 


had been no official announcement of 
its "personnel, but there they were on 
the floor of the senate. The situation 
was unique in the history of inaugura 
tions. 


It was now 11:40 o'clock and everj'- 


body was expecting the announcement 
which would begin the formal ceremo- 
nies of the day, but instead of this a 
tall young man' in a frock coat moved 
down the center aisle of the senate 
and announced: "The president asks 
me to present to congress a message 
in writing." 


This turned out to be Mr. Taft's last 


message to congress, and for a while 
it threatened-to play havoc with the 
plans that) had tieen made for the Wil 
son inauguration.

replied with fervor:

At the same time he bent reverent- 


ly and -kissed the open book. 


Woodrow Wilson had become presi- 


dent of the United States and the big 
man sitting on his left, a private citi- 
zen. Mr. Wilson's inaugural address 
was punctuated with cheers at sev- 
eral points. His final declaration that, 
God nelping him. he would not fail 
those who stand by him In the task 
that is ahead, brought a round of ap- 
plause.

After this concluding sentence no 


time was lost by the new president 
and Mr. Tart In stepping again into 
the'carriage and starting the return, 
trip to the White House. 


riCTOUIANO HUERTA, who re- 


cently 
won the provisional 


presidency of Mexico by clev- 
erly turning upon Madero and 


making him prisoner, has always ap- 
peared .to the American onlookers in 
the Mexican situation as a rather un- 
usual type of Mexican general. Many 
an American, sticking close to bis in- 
vestments in that troubled region, bas 
felt a distinct disinclination to talk 
Mexicau politics with tbe leading na 
lives, because it would be impossible 
to guess at the real sympathies of the 
leader addressed. Hut Huerta through- 
out the recent uprising had'always 
been considered a shining example of 
loyalty to the administration.

When Madero was elected president 


of the republic Huerta became a fight- 
er for Madero. although he had been 
one of the stnbbornest fighters against 
him so long as Madero was a rebel. 
Hnerta has always been considered 
orthodox, and because of his very con- 
siderable ability as a general he be- 
came Madero's right hand man in mil- 
itary matters. 


• 
Madero Belied on Huerta. 


That is bow it happened that when 


Madero began to experience the excite- 
ment of being rebelled against, instead 
of doing most of the rebelling himself, 
it was Huerta who as general was sent 
out to obliterate bis enemies. 
The 


chief command, however, was not 


ranted to him until Uonzales Snlas. in 
barge of the federal forces at first, 
ommitted suicide after the defeat of 
he federals at Corralitos. near .limiuez. 
» March of last year. After the, sui- 
:ide of Salas. Huerta. who had former- 
y. been in command of the federal 
orces in Morelos. took charge of the 
"ampaipn to subdue Orozco and spoke 
if tbat rebellious critic of the Ma- 
dero regime with as much Gup scoru 
as be bad once been wont to heap upon 
ue heal of Madero himself. 
The news that Huerta had decided 
o succeed Madero could not shock tbe 
already jangled nerves of those who 
were sensitive because of their heavy 
nvestinents in Mexico. Americans in 
the comparatively safe coast towns of 
Pampico and Vera Cruz have brought 
back word that at least ten claimants 
:o the "presidency were to be found in 
the field in various disguises of loyalty 
to Madero and the federal cause.. Each 
of these bas done some plotting and 
entered into secret deals with differ- 
ent foreigners resident in Mexico, mak- 
ing vast promises of federal patronage 
and concessions in return for n little 
Immediate material assistance. Many 
a fraut^- appeal for prompt iuterven 
tion by the government at Washington 
bas been interpreted as inspired by a 
fear that some such investment was 
about to fail dismally. 


Hnerta Suspected of Early Plot. 
So to the canniest of Mexican ob 


servers it baa seemed highly probable 
that at any moment some compara- 
tively inconspicuous general .would step 
forward and call himself the successor 
to Madero: Even Huerta. with all bis 
reputation fur sobriety in the midst of 
revolution, bas not been above sus- 
picion, and It was -not very long ago 
tbat there was an open prediction tbat 
be was scheming to unseat his chief. 


This prediction was made last Sep- 


tember, when an unusually savage out- 
break of anti-Maderist sentiment bad 
enlivened the City of Mexico, where 
the citizens paraded the streets with 
uproarious "vivas" for the banished 
Diax. On that MOW day. Sept 14. an 
American newnpaper received an 11-

there will be a new revolution, for he 
is the acknowledged leader in the new 
movement to restore the military pow- 
er to the control of Mexican affairs." 


Hnerta Protests loyalty. 


This predicted overturn of the Mnder- 


ist administration was scheduled for 
Sept lii. the Mexican independence 
day in celebration of the release from 
the ancient domination of Spain. Que- 
ries were rushed to Huerta as to his at- 
titude in the matter, and his reply was 
indignantly haughty: 


"1 am not Orozco." he said, with a 


fine show of contempt for tbe man who 
bad revolted against Madero. "I vouch 
for the loyalty of the army. We will 
hold a celebration in Juarez on tbe na- 
tional holiday, but it will be merely one 
of patriotism and nothing more. 1 am 
a soldier aud nothing more." 


The news of Huerta's ascendency 


aroused the greatest interest among 
New Yorkers who have Mexican Inter- 
ests and who have recently returned to 
this city from the vicinity of the 
trouble. 
Edwiu M. Miicpberson. wbo 


is directing large ensineerins schemes 
iu .Mexico, received tbe news at the 
Hotel ViinderuilL 


"General Uuerta is one of tbe higher 


class Mexicans, a mau of the De la 
Barra type." he said. "Be is a man of 
large means, a member of tbe Mexican 
gentry. He h:is large ranch lands and 
many cattle. He does a very consid- 
erable export business to the United 
States, shipping to the Swift and Ar- 
mour people. So Americans know him: 
and know him very favorably. 
Al- 


most all foreigners who are guarding 
their investments iu Mexico would feel 
a considerable degree of confidence in 
General Huerta and would welcome 
his control of affairs." 


Story of His Life. 


Victorinno Querta was born in the 


state of Chihuahua some fifty-six years 
ago and ns a lad of seventeen went to 
Mexico City and entered the military 
school at Chnpultepec. 
Immediately 


after his graduation from that institu- 
tion he entered the active service and 
by successive promotions reached the 
generalship he held :it the time of the 
Maderist uprising against Diaz. Huer- 
ta was called into consultation by the 
elder Diaz :iftc,-r the capture of Juarez 
and counseled against resignation. He 
wanted 3.00O men and. with that force. 
promised to retake the city, but the 
opportunity was not granted to him. 
and. with the resignation of his chief, 
he was recalled to Mexico City. 
He 


headed the escort tbat attended tbe ex- 
iled Diaz ns far ns Vera Cruz, and it 
was Diaz's parting injunction that Hu- 
erta should support the administration. 


A rumor of a break in the ontwardly 


friendly relations between Madero and 
Hnerta r-.-imp nnly ^a few days ago. 
when one of Mndero's brothers openly 
criticised nnerta's handling of the fed-. 
eral.forces against the rebel Orozco. 
Men who knew nnerta guessed how 
furious th.-it would make him and sus- 
pected tliat it caused inter events.
